TO BE INVOLVED IN RISING BANDITRY. IN TAY NINH, CAO 
DAI SECT HAS ISSUED "NEUTRALIST" APPEAL POR PEACE THAT 
HAS ALSO UNSETTLED GOVT. IN ADDITION, TET SOON DUE; 

LUNAR NEW YEAR HAS BEEN NERVOUS TIME FOR GVN EVER 
SINCE 1968 OPFENSIVE. 
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WP S MCCOMBS (ALSO IN GLOBE) SEES ARREST OF JOURNALISTS 
AS APPARENT CONCERTED EFFORT TO CRUSH ELEMENTS OF 
INTERNAL POLITICAL OPPOSITION. NOTES FOUR NEWSMEN 
RELEASED SO FAR HAD NO COMMENTS FOR RECORD, AND CONTENDS 
MOST OF OPPOSITION AND INDEPENDENT NEWSMEN ARE LIVING 
IN FEAR AND FINDING OTHER PLACES TO SLEEP THAN 
HOMES. TRACES CURRENT CRACKDOWN TO PRINTING OF 
POLITICAL CHARGES AGAINST THIEU IN NINE DAILIES SUNDAY. 
QUOTES HIGH GOVT OFFICIAL THAT MORE ARRESTS CAN

FIGHTING CONTINUED RELATIVELY LIGHT THROUGHOUT COUNTRY.

GVN COMMAND ANNOUNCED COMMUNIST ROCKETS HIT TAY NINH, 
WOUNDED SIX (NYT).

7. INDOCHINA 

S-N'S WILSON (2/3) DECLARES WE SHALL HAVE OPPORTUNITY TO 
REDISCOVER WHAT MILLION MEN POUGHT TO PREVENT, IP SVN 
NOW GOES DOWN DRAIN: COMMUNIST VICTORY WOULD ALTER SEA 
POLITICAL BALANCE ALARMINGLY, ENDANGER LIVES OP THOUSANDS 
OP COMMUNISM'S ENEMIES, AND WOULD CONPIRM US RETREAT 
PROM CONDITIONS SERIES OP PRESIDENTS SOUGHT TO CREATE

AS VP EVOKED MEMORIES OF ARGUMENT OVER "WHO LOST CHINA." 
OBSERVES HAK SHOULD KNOW PRICE US PAID FOR THAT "SHAMEFUL 
ADVENTURE IN POLITICAL SCAPEGOATING." INSISTS EVENTS IN 
CHINA WERE BEYOND EFFECTIVE CONTROL OF US, AND WE ONLY 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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HURT OURSELVES BY PRETENDING OTHERWISE FOR 20 YEARS. 

WOULD BE "GROTESQUE WRONG" FOR HAK TO LET HIS OLD TALE 
OF RIGHT WING RECRIMINATION OVER VN BE PERVERTED INTO 
CAMPAIGN TO THREATEN CONGRESS. AMERICANS ARE DEEPLY 
INTERESTED IN WHAT HAPPENS IN VN, BUT OVERWHELMING 
MAJORITY NOW REJECTS NOTION OF PERMANENT RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR SAIGON, AND MOST KNOW WE CAN NOT LOSE VN ANY MORE 
THAN CHINA. 

LEWIS IN FART, TER COLUMN (1/30) FELT ANYONE AWARE OF WHAT 
US LEADERS SAID ON WAY INTO VN MUST HAVE SENSE OF DEJA VU; 
WHAT IS FAMILIAR IS "SELF-DECEPTION, THE CONFUSION OF 
OBJECTIVES." PRES ARGUES US CREDIBILITY - ESSENTIAL TO 
NATIONAL SECURITY - IS AT STAKE; BUT NINE YEARS AGO 
ASST SEC DEF MCNAUGHTON, IN SECRET MEMO, CONCEDED OUR 
OBJECTIVE IN VN WAS NOT TO SAVE FRIEND BUT "AVOID 
HUMILIATION." 

LEWIS REVIEWED PAST OPTIMISTIC STATEMENTS BY US LEADERS, 
REFUTED BY EVENTS, AND SUGGESTED THERE WERE MANY POINTS 
ON "PATH OF ILLUSION AND DEATH" AT WHICH US, VNAMESE 
INTERESTS WOULD HAVE BEEN SERVED BY LETTING GO. AGREED 
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NATIONALIST-COMMUNIST GOVT WOULD HAVE EMERGED; HOWEVER, 

EELT IT WOULD HAVE BEEN INDEPENDENT OE CHINA AND SOVIETS, 
AND HELPFUL TO STABILITY. BUT USG PURSUED "MIRAGE OE 
MILITARY VICTORY," AND NOW MADMEN PLANT BOMBS TO CHANGE 
INDOCHINA POLICY. SUGGESTED WAY TO CHANGE UNREASONING 
POLICY IS BY REASON - "AND THERE IS NO SHORTAGE OE THAT IE 
CONGRESS RESISTS MANIPULATION AND PEAR." 

GRADY WRITES IN PHIL A BULLETIN (2/2) THAT JPK, LBJ, RN 
AND NOW PORD HAVE HAD PEAR OF BEING BLAMED POR LOSING

TELL TRUTH: VN GOING DOWN DRAIN ANYWAY. THUS ONLY 
PURPOSE OF WAR, IN END, IS TO PROTECT EGO, MACHO AND 
HONOR OP US POLITICIANS.

PORCE," SINCE PRES' SUPPLEMENTAL WON'T SAVE GVN. 

SAYS TO SKEPTICAL NEWSMEN PRESENT, DUC SEEMED UNLIKELY 
CHOICE TO BRING VN PEACE. HE IS CRITIC OF THIEU, 

BUT NO FIREBRAND; COUSIN IS RC ARCHBISHOP; HE PUBLISHED 
MORNING SUN UNTIL CLOSED BY GVN, CHAIRED TWO 
PARLIAMENTARY COMMITTEES (INFORMATION, CORRUPTION) 

UNTIL DEFEATED IN 1971 ELECTION; CALLED FOR US 
WITHDRAWAL AND GOVT OF "NATIONAL RECONCILIATION," 

WAS ARRESTED, I All ED, RELEASED AND SLIPPED OUT OF VN 
AFTER SENTENCED TO THREE YEARS IN PRISON. NOW DUC 
IS TOURING US UNDER AUSPICES OF FRIENDS SERVICE COMMITTEE. 

WP RECALLS BASIC US GOAL IN CAMBODIA, IN VIEW OF PRES' 

MIL AID REQUEST, AS "LIMITED AND SIMPLE ONE" OF KEEPING 
PP GOVT AFLOAT UNTIL KR INSURGENTS AGREE TO SIT DOWN 
AND NEGOTIATE SOME KIND OF SETTLEMENT. OBSERVES LON NOL 
AS EAGER TO NEGOTIATE WAY OUT OF HIS COUNTRY'S 
PREDICTAMENT AS THIEU IS RELUCTANT; FAR FROM RESISTING 
COMPROMISES CALLED FOR IN INTL ACCORD HE SIGNED, LON NOL 
OFFERS UNCONDITIONAL NEGOTIATIONS. IT IS HIS ADVERSARIES

ANY MILITARY ADVANTAGE THEY DO NOT NOW ENJOY, AND 
POLITICALLY MIGHT MAKE IT EASIER EOR ADMIN TO WIN 
CONTINUED SUPPORT EOR SAIGON. 

BUT OBSERVES CAMBODIANS SHOULD DECIDE WHETHER THEIR 
COUNTRY "TO BE PUT OUT OP ITS MISERY," NOT AMERICANS - 
APTER ALL, THEIR ARMY IS RIGHTING, NOT SURRENDERING, AND 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MANY OP THEM PREPER, OR ACCEPT, MISERY THEY KNOW UNDER 
GKR TO ALTERNATIVE OP KR TAKEOVER. 

AGREES ADMIN HAS NOT MADE STRONG CASE FOR EVERY PENNY 
OP REQUEST, AND PIGURE IS DEBATABLE; BUT SUGGESTS 
CONGRESS SHOUED CONSIDER "POEITICAL MESSAGE" IT WISHES 
TO SEND. THAT MESSAGE, WP BELIEVES, SHOULD BE THAT US 
WILL SUPPORT - "IN WAYS LIMITED STRICTLY TO MATERIAL 
AID AS DISTINCT FROM ACTIVE MILITARY PARTICIPATION" - 
TO RESOLVE ITS CONPLICT BY PEACEPUL MEANS. 

CSM BELIEVES THIEU, SETTING BACK PRESS PREEDOM, 
CHALLENGES US TO SUPPORT HIM, NO MATTER WHAT. BUT 
IP INCREASINGLY RESISTANT CONGRESS IS TO APPROVE AID 
REQUEST, THIEU WOULD BE WELL ADVISED TO REVERSE COURSE, 
AND AT LEAST SHOW SOME CONCERN EOR FREE SPEECH, PREE 
PRESS AND OTHER FREEDOMS PARIS AGREEMENT SAID WOULD 
BE ENSURED IMMEDIATELY AFTER C-F. 

8. CHINA 

REUTER'S GRIPPITHS, IN PEKING, SAYS FOR CHINESE, NEXT 
NEW MOON USHERS IN "YEAR OP THE HARE" AND PLANNED NEW 
YEAR LEAP IN CHINA'S INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION, WITH 
IDEOLOGICAL DEBATE APPARENTLY TAKING SUBSERVIENT 
POSITION. WITH MODERATES IN ASCENDANCY OVER RADICALS, 
STEADY BUT NOT DRAMATIC IMPROVEMENT IN POREIGN 
RELATIONS EXPECTED. 

OIL POTENTIAL SEEMS TO HAVE PLAYED KEY ROLE IN CHINA'S 
WILLINGNESS TO ABANDON POLICY OP SELP-RELIANCE AND 
ACCEPT TRADE DEPICITS IN ORDER TO PURCHASE CAPITAL 
EQUIPMENT AND SPEED INDUSTRIALIZATION. BUT PEKING'S 
RECENT REQUESTS TO NUMBER OF TRADING PARTNERS TO DEFER 
PAYMENTS AND DELIVERIES ARE SEEN AS INDICATION PRESSURE 
OP POREIGN EXCHANGE RESOURCES IS CAUSING LEADERSHIP 
HEADACHES. 

YEAR OP HARE SHOULD SEE STEADY DEVELOPMENT OF CHINESE 
DIPLOMATIC OPPENSIVE. PEKING NOW HAS DIPLOMATIC TIES 
WITH 99 COUNTRIES AND REGIONS; BUT I DOTH UNLIKELY TO 
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BE US. EUTURE OE SINO-US RELATIONS UNPREDICTABLE, BUT 
CLEARLY PROGRESS TOWARD EULL DIPLOMATIC TIES IS SLOWER 
THAN PEKING WOULD LIKE. HK OBSERVERS DOUBT PRES FORD, 
IF HE GOES AHEAD WITH PEKING VISIT, WILL BE ABLE TO 
MEET PRC'S PREREQUISITES FOR NORMALIZATION; THESE 
ASSUMED TO INCLUDE COMPLETE REMOVAL US MILITARY 
COMMITMENT TO ROC. KISSINGER
